RtTBiSKA. SCHOOLS. 


General Matters of Interest to Nevada 


Instructors. 


EDITOR JOURNAL: No one can form a 


more correct idea regarding the average 
management of the schools in Eastern 
Nevada, than the one who visits them 
all. It is not the one, though, who 
comes in an official c pacity and who 
oft times makes perfunctory calls, 
simply to comply with the letter of the 


law, 
on the contrary, it mast bo some- 


one, 
like your correspondent, who is 


actuated by a thorough interest in the 
cause oE education 


Ail schools in their several depart- 


ments must and do obserre tho rules, 
as mapped out by the State Board of 
Education, 
concerning the several 


prescribed studies. 


Yet, it is a striking fact that in larger 


districts no two schools use like appel 
lations for like depal tments, excepting 
the one for the high jsohool. 


For example, of a four-department 


school the three last are respectfully 
named: At Winnemucca, the Grammar, 
Intermediate and Primary; at Austin, 
the First Grammar, Second Grammar 
and Primary; and so on. Here, with an 
additional one, they are called the 
Grammar, First, Second and Third 
Primary. 


To come at once to the subject matter 


of this article. In the Eureka schools 
six teachers are employed in five de- 
partments. One hundred and sixty- 
six pupils constitute the aggregate 
daily attendance. 


The High School is presided over by 


A. B. Dornberger, assisted by B. T. 
Plamstead, the vice-principal. The 
former is a San Jose State Normal 
graduate, while the latter boasts of a 
diploma from Bowdoin college, Maine. 


This department containing 33 en- 


rolled pupils, is subdivided into four 
classes, viz: The Senior, 
Middle, 


Junioi and Preparatory. The total 
course comprises four years with the 
following studies by years, to-wit; three 
years; 
Advanced 
arithmetic; 
two 


years: Latin and algebra; one year: 
Geometsy, literature rhetoric, gram- 
mar, 
general history, geography, physi- 


ology, physics and chemistry; five 
months: Practical book-keeping. Last 
year thore have been demonstrated 140 
experiments in chemistry and many in 
physics. This term an increased num- 
ber is contemplated. 


Mr. Plumstead, a recent arrival, took 


the place of A. E. Kaye, who resigned 
owing to a call from Elko to fill the 
Principal's chair of the only County 
High School in the State. 


Miss Jennie Mulcoy, of Eureka, has 


charge of the grammar department, 
consisting of the Seventh and Eighth 
grades. 
Cein? a graduate of the Noi- 


mal department of our State Univer- 
sity, a successful term is anticipated. 


The Third Primary department, corn- 


arising the Fifth and Sixth grades, is 


taught for the second time by 
Mablo E. Heywood, a San Jose 


State Normal graduate, who owes her 
re-election to the excellent work she 
did during her previous term. With 
;he co-operation of the Principal she 
Drought music in to prominence, now 
taught in four departments.

spring which has been found at the 
site, where the Board of City Trustees 
are at present experimenting with a 
view of obtaining a sufficient quantity 
of water for town use, and at Mr 
Byland's request Professor N. E. Wil- 
son, chemist at the University Experi- 
ment Station, made an analysis and his 
report is as follown :
